The third marke of this Church 15 Eccle- 
fiaſticall Diſcipline, which Nandeth in. admo- 
nition and corre&ion of faults, The final end 
whereof is excommunication, by the conſent 


of the Church determined, if the Offender 


be obſtinate. And befides this Eccleſiaſtical 
Diſcipline, I acknowledge ro belong ro this 
Church a Politicke Magiſtrate, who mint- 
firerh re every man juftice , defending the 
good, and puniſhing the evill. To whom wee 
muſt render honour and obedience in all 
things, ” which arc not contrary ro the Word 
of 'God, And as Meſes,Hezechias, Foſtas, and 
other good rulers purged the Church of God
